Vallejo. It appears very level, buf is gen- | 


erally sufficiently varied.in surface for drain- 
except’ in very wet seasons. The soil 
_is everywhere tillable, even up to the hills 


ion the west, and into the mountains ; there 


_is. but.a little of the uncultivated, pebbly 
land, so common along the foot-hills east of 
the Sacramento. Some portions of this re- 
ion are covered with live oak trees of no- 

fé proportions. But, generally, the lands 
are open prairies, covered with abundant 
‘wild oats and grass. Yet, through the east- 
bern portions, are extensive tule, or wet 
“lands—lakes, or swamps, in winter, bat dry 
“enough for cattle to roam over them in the 
summer. ‘These, when needed, can all be 
“reclaimed, then will yield immense 
crops of such productions as are adapted to 
the soil and the circumstances. These are 
yet useless wastes, except around the edges, 
where the farmers extend their pastures 


_ down into them. But the other portions— 


_rich, fine, arable lands—are being rapidly 
taken up in one hundred and sixty acre 
“claims, so that but little remains now with- 
out an individual owner. 2 
. ‘But this settling of these lands has been 
rather a late movement, in general, mostly 
within the last three years, though portions 
‘have been thus occuppied for ten years. — 
' This region. was once thought to be very 
‘dry, to. give a good crop only once in 
“two or three. years. But’ though, with a 


dryer climate than most other parts, yet it. 


‘is found that, with the right kind of culti- 
vation, most excellent and sure crops can be 


secured. Irrigation, on a large scale, is 


found here’ to be very practicable and of 
a immense advantage. | 
At Main Landing; at the bead of ‘the 
‘lous which is charged with being the 
cause of the troublesome Hog’s Back, in 
the Sacramento River, we were told that 
twenty-eight thousand tons—almost, a mil- 
lion bushels—of wheat had been shipped 
this year, by the fifth of October, and vast 
quantities were still being received. 
Knight’s Landing; nearly forty miles 
up thé river, above Sacramento, scores of 
cords of wheat, in sacks, were stored for 
shipment, but. we. could not.ascertain the 
estimated quantity on hand and carried off. 
At many other places along the river, as 
well as on the Bay, at Suisun City, Beni- 
cia, and Vallejo,, great. quantities. .were 
shipped, not to speak of Sacramento City ; 


for, at this last place, the wheat from the 


west side would not, naturally, be distinct 
from that from the east, while, generally, 
the farmers remarked that they would not 
haul there, because. the toll on the bridge | 
was 80 great as to make it unprofitable. 

© “This region is also the best in the state 
for most fruits and vegetables. Grapes, 
particularly, except in the extreme northern 
part, here grow of a most remarkably sweet 
quality. Also, in the region of Putah 
Creek, everything ripens two. and three 
weeks ‘sooner than anywhere else. Thus, 
the first good grapes from Putah Creek 
generally sell in the San Francisco market 
at four and six bits per pound, for none 
from elsewhere can compete withthem. If, 
through this region, the farmers would raise 
table and raisin grapes, they could make 
the business exceedingly profitable; but, if 
they turn their grapes into wine, it. must 
become a curse to them and to the world. 
For peaches, it is too warm; and winter 
apples ripen too much to keep well. For 
everything else, the country is almost une- 
qualled. 

Over this whole region, excepting the 
portion blighted by the Mexican claims, the 
farms are improving rapidly, and the old 
treeless plains are becoming dotted with 
orchards and cultivated trees, mostly the 
cottonwood. These last, away over the 
level plains, look like beautiful islands in a 
vast ocean. At one time we counted nine- 
teen of these groves in sight, each indicat- 
ing’ the location of a family residence. 

Slowly, through this region, are being 
laid the foundations of society... Schools 
are the first in time, and then churches— 
though the last are really before the others, 
originating and supporting them. Where 
there is no religion, there is only beastly 
barbarism; where there is no Christian re- 
ligion, there is no progress in any depart- 
mént of civilization. Without a religion, 
man is an animal of degraded passions, 
without clear instincts to check them; with- 
out the Christian religion, he is an igno- 
rant, wretched, unenterprising, unimprov- 
ing being. Even the partial apparent ex-. 
ceptions to this—as the Chinese, Japanese, 
and. portions of the Hindoos—are confirm- 
ations of it, in that they had, in theirearlier 
days, the revelations of God leading-‘them 
in progression ;. but, as they corrupted 
thse, they ceased advancing, and 
been now, for many centuries, mationaly 0 or
